H bore an active part in 
the patriotic movements of the Revo- 
lutionary period; was a signer of the 
immortal Daclaration of Independence, 
was three times elected Governor of 
Virginia and was a member of the 
Convention which ratified the Consti- 
tution... His grandfather was the 
famous General William Henry Har- 
rison of Tecmuseh and Tippecanoe 
fame, who won renown alike as sol- 
dier and statesman and was elected 
President of the United States in 1840. 
The Republican candidate entered 
upon the serious business of life with 
health and a good education for capi- 
tal. His rise to his present honora- 
ble position is dae to no factitious cir- 
camstané2:, but is tho rasult solely of 
his own industry and ability. In the 
war of the Re>ellion he was a volun-

-FLYING BULLELS.. 


Gambiers Indalge in Fistel Prac- 
tice, Killieg two Men and 
VU oeundiag Others. 

A dispatch from Boise City, Idaho, 
dated the 3d instant, gives the follow- 
ing account of a livély shooting affray : 

A row oceurred in Kooms’ saloon at 
Silver Mountain, Boise county, a new 
mining camp seventy-five miles north- 
east of here, last Friday night, be- 
tween William Niaemier, and his 
brother, alias Wilson, a gambler, on 
one side, and Tobe Pitts, a gambler; 
and Pitt Smith on the other side. 
Smith was shot dead and Tobe Pitts 
was shot and lived only a short time. 
A young man named Townsend from 
Wood River started to run away from 
the fracas and was shot in the back by 
a stray bullet while crossing the street, 
and reports say Townsend must die. 
George Hardin, a gambler, standing 
on the other side of the street, re- 
ceived a slight wound from a stray 
bullet. 

Pitt Smith’s father was shot dead in 
Hailey last April by his wife while at- 
tempting to beat her. Smith and 
Pitts and Wilson were all considered 
rough and dangerous men. 

Ninemier and Wilson left the city 
Saturday morning on horseback, and 
met Sheriff Havird, who intended to 
arrest them, but they drew a bead on 
him with their pistols and told him to 
hold up his hands and run until he 
was out of reach. Havird raised a 
posse of men and went in pursuit of 
Ninemier and Wilson, with not much 
hope of .captuving them.
